TREATY RATIFICATION 


ENDS W DRY ERA 


•.Washington, Sept. SO.^Although the 
war department 
declared in a state- 
ment today that "the activities 'of war 
and the progress • of demobilization are 
at an end" war time prohibition- cannot 
be lifted until after the ratification Of 
the peace treaty, in the opinion of At- 
torney General Palmer. 


The prohibition law provides that it 
shall remain in force until after the 
termination of the war and the de- 
mobilization of the army-. Mr. Palmer 
has held that the state of war does not 
end until the peace treaty has 'been 
ratified. President Wilson took a sim- 
ilar position in -asking congress early in 
the year to repeal the war time prohi- 
bition law in so far as it effected light 
wines and beer. 


The war department's .statement as 


to the, end of demobilization was made 
in connection with the -statement that 
officers of the regular army were about 
to be returned to their normal peace 
time -rank and that the 10,000 emergen- 
cy officers still in the service must "be 
discharged in order to reduce the com-* 
missioned personnel to the 18,000 atiil 
thorized by a recent act of congress.

Safe Light for Miners, \v 


Nowadays the tip-to-date miner car- 


ries a package of electricity about with 
him while underground. It is a small 
storage battery attached to the back 
of his belt, and is connected by a cord 
with a lamp fastened to the front of 
his cap. 


The lamp, provided -with a reflector, 


throws quite a flood of light in front 
of the miner. But its chief advantage 
is absolute safety. 
. In olden days miners (who must, of 
course, have light) carried about -with 
them open-flame lamps. These caused 
innumerable 
disastrous 
accidents 


through ignition of coal dust or gases. 
Sir Humphry Davy's invention of a 
safety lamp whose flame was protected 
by a wire gauze saved an immense 
number of lives. It is in common use 
today, but the electric mine lamp Is 
better and more convenient. 


To Photograph a Star. 


A discovery may be made photo- 


graphically by some astronomer this 
fall or winter in the constellation Gem- 
ini, according to Isabel M. Lewis of 
the United States naval observatory. 
It will be a star of the fifteenth magni- 
tude in an elliptical orbit and has been 
difficult to find and identify because 
in the Milky Way there are countless 
others that are brighter. 


The orbits of all the planets ex- 


cepting Mercury, are nearly perfect 
circles, and discovery of a planet ex- 
terior to Neptune that moves in a 
greatly elongated ellipse will strike 
one more blow at the nebular hypothe- 
sis, which assumes, says Miss Lewis, 
that the planets' almost circular orbits 
are due to the fact that originally they 
were thrown off as rings from a con- 
tracting solar/nebula. 


Irregularities in the motion of Nep: 


tune indicate that the unseen planet is 
drawing near to Neptune and during 
this period of conjunction astronomers 
hope to determine the mass of the new 
body. 


Reclaiming Waste Places. 


Twenty years ago a news story from 


Washington says land in the Louisiana 
parish of Tangipahoa was worth 50 
cents an acre and human life was 
worth scarcely anything at all. It was 
a case of cause and effect.- 


Then the immigrants came. They 


were chiefly Italians and Hungarians. 
They had lived at home on land that 
was poorer than the Tangipahoa. They 
practiced intensive cultivation. Today 
their parish is one of the greatest 
strawberry farming districts in the 
United States.. 


Land that sold for 50 cents Is now 


worth $1.00 an acre. And the school 
authorities 'have practiced intensive 
cultivation on the human products of 
that land. Americanization has mode 
life worth more there than it ever was 
before.—Binghnmton News.

keep insisting that the British will have 
six times as much power in the league 
as this country. And a lot of people 
who read only their favorite newspa- 
pers believe it.

up with cars. When cars for different 
destinations get mixed, it takes endless 
time to sort them out on the insuffi- 
cient sidings.

tude toward the League of Nations.

All the complex social 
problems 


growing out of the war will demand 
attention; and it is equally certain, 
since one of tha Episcopal Church's 
great and successful activities isjn 
connection with the education of the 
negro race, that tha negro problem 
will press for discussion, as will the 
questions of tha rural church, of sub- 
stitutes for the saloon and of the 
congested 
population 
in the 
big 
cities.

the' Rev. Augustine Elmendorf- Back 
of this committee are committees 
representing every diocese and mis- 
sionary district in the nation, and 
still behind them parish committees 
representing every parish organiza- 
tion. The educational campaign and 
the survey are proceeding along side 
by side with precision and a care and 
attention to detail that is not-ex- 
ceeded by that which -is put into the 
conduct of a great national political 
campaign, and, it may be added, with 
scarcely less enthusiasm. 


Church Suffrage. 


How is the Church reacting to this 


drive? One of the most interesting 
reflexes is the tremendous interest 
which the laymen of the Church have 
taken in the movement. In this de- 
tail, the diocese of New York, with 
its Every Name Campaign, has set 
the pace for the rest of the nation, 
and there one of the first fruits of 
the reawakening is a 
nTbvement 


which has been inaugurated 
with 


great promise 'of success to admit 
women to active participation in 
church affairs, even to the extent cf 
making them members of church 
vestries and delegates to the diocesan 
end general conventions. 


Along the same lines, the activi- 


ties of _the laymen have met with 
•such encouragement from the clergy 
as. to lend color to the belief that in 
the "future former restrictions are to. 


•• • v ytv*'

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be lifted and the laity are to enjoy 
participation in the spiritual work of 
the church which-hitherto has been 
denied them. 


Aside from this, the noteworthy 


and significant fact which the Na- 
tion-Wide Campaign has developed, 
is a progressive spirit on the part 
of all classes of-the Church, but es- 
pecially in the hitherto conservative 
element which is'taking the form of 
an insisteaee^that the Church can 
not avoid ulayin^'i prpminent part 
•in coping with the conditions of eco- 


nomic ur.resi and disquiet under 
which the nation is laboring, and 
that 
any 
reconstruction 
program 


adopted • by the general convention 
must include consideration of the 
problem of capital and labor. 


Efficient Religion.

Former Attorney General Wieker- 


sham-. of Mr. Taft's Cabinet made a 
like declaration ir. support of the 
Every Name Campaign, and William 
C Breed, another well known lawyer, 
assorted that "the developing ten- 
dency of business and professional 
men to regard religion as an essen- 
tial feature of every day life not at 
all -incompatible with work-a-day af- 
fairs, is one of the reflexes of the 
world war to which the Church as an 
organized institution for human bet- 
terment does well to give serious at- 
tention." 
He, too, declared for a 


practical church in which the new 
spirit of democracy predominated.

the least familiar of Gladstone stories, 
says the New York Herald. The late 
peer was a remarkably venerable per- 
son and much -more sympathetic to the 
tenants' cause than most Irish tories. 
When the agrarian question was at its 
fiercest, he made a pacific and moder- 
ate speech in Ireland partly approving 
Gladstone's land bill. 
Gladstone saw

ning "My Dear Lord," expressing his 
gratification at this unlooked-for sup- 
port and begging his correspondent to 
waive the ceremony of an introduction 
and to dine with him in Downing 
^street to discuss some knotty point in 
:the bill.

He handed the letter, as was his 


1 custom, to a ,private secretary to di- 
jrect and post. The private secretary 
|misdirected it to Lord Clon 
, an ab- 


isentee landlord and an Irish Tory of 
'the hottest type, who was sober only 
at ijnprecedented intervals.

•As s«on as the women had left the 
•table the G. 0. M. drew up his chair 
'and opened the subject in the most 
earnest tones.

dark, on the day of the armistice, and 
found no celebration there, Williams 
Slavens McNutt writes iii Collier's. 
Weekly. There were no shells falling 
iii tlie town, but otherwise the mar- 
tyred city was as we had known it 
during tlie war. No lights showed. 
The narrow streets were filled with 
the rustling sound of many soldiers 
passing in tlie dark, talking in low 
tones. 


And yet there was something slrang<» 


about 
Verdun, something 
different, 


some change that forced itself upon 
my attention, and yet one which 1 
could not determine. An American 
soldier stopped near the car to light 
a cigarette. He had been whistling 
"Annie Laurie," and after a long whiff 
went on whistling. And then I knew 
what made me feel different in Ver- 
dua that night.

War bonds 
which bear interest at four and three- 
quarters per cent are quoted below 
par today. If it were attempted to 
sell from twelve billion to twenty bil- 
lion dollars of additional - bonds, in 
peace, the interest would have to be 
not less than five and one-half per 
cent, or else the price would fall so 
far below par that the discount would 
virtually raise the interest to that 
rate. 


Is it not clear that the Plumb plan 


stands on a false bottom, in the vital 
matter of financing? It rests on the 
assumption that many billions of dol- 
lars might be obtained much more 
cheaply and easily than the govern- 
ment could get the money.

poses a business imposibility, and all 
of its calculations of profits and income 
are built On that quicksand foundation.

Rock Dust to Save Miners" Lives. 
Perhaps the oddest, yet one of the 


most effective, means for preventing

A lot of it is placed on boards hung 


by chains from the roofs of mine tun- 
nels. • Obviously in case of an explos- 
ion the boards will swing and the dust 
will be tin-own off. 


Following an explosion a roaring 


flame, let us say, is coming through 
the tunnel. The air is filled with coal 
dust (or possibly with inflammable 
gas) to feed it. But it meets a cur- 
tain of non-inflammable rock dust (dis- 
charged from the board shelves) and 
is thereby stopped. 
Rock dust will 


not burn under any provocation. Sus- 
pended thickly in the air, it acts like 
an asbestos curtain. T-he flame can- 
not get through it.

these big cars pound along ttie 100 
miles of sun-bitten alkali roadway car- 
rying passengers arid mail. In much 
less time and far greater comfort the 
ranchers and business men of to^ay 
speed over the same roads where once 
rattled the four-in-hand stage, slow, 
jolty and not at all certain of reach- 
ing its destination. 


The cost of transportation by motor 


bus compares favorably with operating 
expenses of the horse stage. The 'pro- 
prietors of the lines are thorough busi- 
ness men and can tell to the penny the 
gasoline mileage of every car, the oil 
consumption and just how much serv- 
ice is obtained from tires.—San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin. 


Land Reclamation Scheme. 


The British board of agriculture has 


inaugurated a scheme for the reclama- 
tion of land on the Lincolnshire shore 
of the Wash. A bank is being con- 
structed from Wainfleet, a little below 
Skegnees. to Ffeiston, near Boston 
(Lincolnshire), 
commencing at 
the 


Wainfleet end, and by this means it 
is hoped to recover about 12,000 acres. 
The work Is in charge of a resident 
engineer in Wainfleet and will employ 
a large number of men, who will be 
selected from demobilized soldiers and 
sailors, and thus obviate the taking 
away of labor from agriculture. It is 
said that in the middle of the last cen- 
tury a reclamation scheme was started, 
and -it was then estimated that a siifli- 
ciently large area would be redeemed 
from the Wash to form a new English 
county. .The enterprise was abandon- 
ed, but experts have always maintained 
its practicability, -which is now in the 
course of being tested.

Our Boys and Girls

One thing vei;y important for inaras-1 
mus babies is their regular bath every i 
morning in water not too cold nor too 
hot and, while moulding every muscle 
carefully with the hands, which have 
been rubbed with olive oil, be 
very 
careful not to get it into the eyes, but 
don't be afraid of getting too much rub- 
bed into the little body. 
Have every article of clothing clean 
very morning. Boil all of the clothes, 
rinse in several luke warm waters but 
never starch the little dresses. 
The 
oil has a tendency to stain everything, 
so use plain little slips. Keep the baby 
in the open air as much as- possible. 
This does" not mean rolling it up and 
down in the carriage, 
but -letting it 
sleep out in a well covered 
carriage 


where • there is plenty of sunlight, but 
not where it will shine in the baby's 
face or eyes. 
Sometimes a rash will come from the 


oil, but it is only the poison coming 
out. If it seems to irritate the baby, 
pat the rash lightly with a piece of ab- 
sorbent cotton that has been clipped in 
luke warm water in which a little pow- 
dered borax has been dissolved. Then 
dust on thickly Fuller's earth. 


Food for babies visiting in the coun- 


try, and for farmer's children also, is 
often very different from that obtained 
in the city. 
In most large cities milk 


is bottled, and inspected or certified, so 
that one may feel reasonably safe in 
using it for a baby, but on a farm it is 
"Often less carefully lodked after. While 
it is no doubt fresher, it may be dirty 
and -very badly cared for. 
Cows used for a baby's milk should 
have 
had the 
tuberculin test 
given 


them, they should be kept clean and 
have a-reasonably :ciean stable, the 
hands of the person who milks the 
cows should be washed before milking 
and th.e milk should be received in a. 
perfectly clean pail. It should then be 
strained and quickly cooled and placed 
in glass bottles with tight fitting caps. 


The bottle for the baby should be set 


aside in a place; that can he kept below 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit for from four 
to six hours, if top milk mixtures arc 
to be used. 
H not. the milk may be 


made up for .the baby as soon as it has 
been slrainod1 and cool oil. 
Do not give 


a baby warm milk direct Irom the cow.
